Let us establish schools and churches, 
encourage teachers, patronize the arts and sciences, teach our 
children to seek knowledge rather than wealth, and labor to 
rpetuate our institutions by a union of intelligence and.

. In addition to those matters thus specially cotifided tothe 
eare of the legislative body, e ia has givet them power 
to act upon all rightful subjects of legislation consistént with

tains and deserts, to come to this new land to procure a cofn- 
peterice for their families, and to build up 2 Hew State iu the wil- 
derness. .Itisto the efforts of thése men mainly that we shall 
owe the rapid development of.our great résources, and none 
moré than they.have a right to the protéction of our laws. It 
is believed that the statutes of Nevada are probably as suitable 
for us as.those of any State or Territory; mining’ is her great 
leading pursuit, asitis ours; her soil and productions are 
similar ta.ours; and being.the last of the territories to adopt 
a code of laws, she had fhe benefit of the experience of all the 
rest. „And I cannot but add that, in devotion to the constitu-

Your committee have had two sittings in relation to this 
petition, notice of which was pev given the petitioner, 
at which he could appear by himself or counsel, or both, and ` 
present his claims to a seat in this body. There was before 
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your committee a copy of census returns of the territory as 
made by the marshal; also the poll books of the Nevada and 
Biyans Gulch precincts, furnished by the secretary of the 
territory, together with a communication from that officer 
touching the election in said precincts, at the first sitting of 
your committee the petitioner was present in person, and ad- 
mitted that the poll books forwarded to the secretary showed 
that Mark A. Moore, received two hundred and thirty-nine 
votes for representative in the above named precincts, and the 
petitioner received but sixty-one votes for said office in said 
precincts, but claimes that Mark A. Moore was ineligible to 
the office of representative, for the reason that he was not a 
resident of the territory of Idaho, at the date of the passage of 
the organac act of said territory on the third day of March last, 
and asked that your committee recommend to the House 
that your honorable body declare the seat of Mark A. Moore 
vacant. 

In support of this request the petitioner proposed to intro- 
duce evidence before your committee, whereupon, A. J. 
Edwards, Esq., a member of the honorable, the Council of 
this legislature was introduced and sworn: The testimony of 
this witness was to the effect, that a little better than a year ago 
he knew the said Mark A. Moore, in Colorado territory, and 
that he first met him in Idaho territory, at Bannack City, 
some time in May or June last, the witness further stated that 
he did not know whether or not the said Moore was in Idaho 
territory on the third day of March last. 


The petitioner then desired to introduce as evidence, a letter 
purporting to have been written by one D. L. Byam, to Wm. 
. Wallace, Governor of Idaho territory. Your committee 
ruled that this letter could not be admitted as evidence, but 
suffered it to be read before the committee as a means for 
giving information to your committee, which might lead them 
to procure further evidence relating to the case before them. 
The following is a verbatim copy of said letter, to-wit: - 
Nevapa CITY, Inano TERRITORY, 
November 4th, 1863. 
Wa. H. WALLACE, GOVERNOR OF IDARO: 


Hon. Sir—You will see from the election returns, we polled 
only one hundred and thirty-one votes, of which copper De- 
mocracy polled one hundred and seventy-four.

‘Your committee did not admit this letter as evidence, for the 
reason that the contents thereof carried conclusive conviction to 
the minds of your committee that, the writer never intended 
that it should ever be used as evidence, either before this body, 
or any other competent tribunal, to decide and determine cases 
of contested seats in this legislature. And further, if it were to 
be admitted that such was the intent of the writer, the letter 
does not bear any of the evidenees necessary to cause its ad- 
mission ag evidence before any tribunal of justice known.to 
our laws.’ 

The petitioner then asked further time to produce evidence 
which was granted. : 
— Your committee again convened on the eve of January 
seventh, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, their number having 
been increased to five members. The petitioner again 
appeared before them in person, and also by counsellors 
Cochran and Hayes. Petitioner's counsel proposed to introduce
